Understanding A Blood 
Report 


Many people go to clinics and leboratories 
for blood tests and then, when they get the 
report, find that it is so much “Greek” to them. 
Having received several hundred such reports 
within the past few months with requests for 
explanations, I thought it well to give a general 
idea of them in this article. 
I do not encourage anyone to 
try to diagnose his 
trouble from a blood report 
for the reason that a correct 
interpretation depends upon 
many years of experience 
backed up by training. 
Nevertheless, I know many 
of you are curious about the 
terms used, so I will explain 
them.

T will give you the 


man. The number of red blood cells will be 
about 5,000,000 per cubic millimeter of blood, 
and the white blood cells will be about 6,500 
per cubic millimeter. The amount of red color- 
ing or hemoglobin will be from 80 per cent to 
100 per cent. The normal coagulation time, 
which is the time it takes the blood to clot, will 
be somewhere close to five minutes or less. The 
blood will be free from abnormal cells pro- 
duced by diseased conditions, and the red blood 
cells will range well within the normal size and 
shape. The white cells will show a preponder- 
ance of polynuclears at the rate of seven out of 
every ten. About the only difference between 
these figures for a man and those of a healthy 
woman is that the woman's red cells may be 
from 100,000 to 500,000 less than the 5,000,000 
normal for men. 

A lack of sufficient red blood cells indicated 
anemia. The anemia may be secondary to some 
other condition. A low red cell count accom- 
panied by an increased white cell count may be 
found in any condition where pus is being ab- 
sorbed over a period of time. An increase in 
the red cells may be found under certain con- 
ditions. 

A white blood cell decrease usually indicates 
a fall in resistance. The white blood cells are 
thought to be scavengers in the body chiefly 
to destroy invading germs, and, for this reason, 
any sharp increase shows that the body is 
resisting some infectious or disease process. An 
increase is found in many inflammations and 
infections such as abscesses, tuberculosis, pneu- 
monia, sinus trouble, appendicitis, etc. If the 
body has been successful in building a wall or 
capsule around the affected area so that the 
poisons do not drain into the system no increase 
may be noted. 

Hemoglobin is the coloring matter in the red 
blood cells. The hemoglobin contains iron and 
enables the blood to convey oxygen from the 
lungs to the cells in the tissues of the body. 
Hemoglobin is commonly decreased in second- 
ary anemias, and may be from 50 per cent to 
60 per cent of the normal. 

There are also many special forms of white 
and red blood cells which may be found in- 
creased and decreased in various disorders. Two 
of the more common are special forms of white 
blood cells, such as lymphocytes, which are 
found in increased numbers in rickets, whoop- 
ing cough, and general debility; and co 
philes, which are white blood cells of a type 
easily stained with eosins and may be increased 
in asthma, hay fever, in skin disorders such as 
psoriasis and hives, scarlet fever, etc. 

Yes, one of the best things I can tel] you to 
do is to get a sample of your blood studied 
under a microscope in a laboratory. If the blood 
is normal you are indeed fortunate; if it is not 
normal do something about it.
